Cites Submarine Losses. 
Senator McCumber cited this 


week's submarine loss as far above 
the average and declared that, at the 
present rate of construction and 
sinkings, by Jan. 1 next, a net loss of 
$3,000,000 or 4,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping would be shown. He charged 
that most of the ships Chairman 
Hurley reported in service had been 
requisitioned and not newly built. 

“Mr. Hurley is doing everything 
possible to speed up construction,” 
said the North Dakota Senator, ‘and 
at last we have a man at the head of 
the corporation with energy to. put} 
things through, but the program is 
too small.” 

Chairman Fletcher of the Com- 
merce Committee replied that three 
ships now in service were designed 
and built by the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. 

“Then the efforts of the Shipping. 
Board actually in nearly a year have 
produced three ships,” Senator Mc- 
Cumber observed. 

Senator Nelson of Minnesota, a Re- 
publican member of the committee, 
declared McCumber s statement pre- 
sented a “one-sided and partial 
view.”’ 

Quotes Picz Letter. 

Information from General Man- 
ager Piez of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, given in a recent letter 
to the Senate Commerce Committee, 
shows that by next August the out- 
put of shipping will be equal to the 
submarine sinkings, Senator Fletcher 
said. 

“It comes rather in poor grace 
from the gentlemen who three and 
one-half years ago engaged in the 
greatest filibuster in the history of 
the Senate, when a bill was before 
the Senate to build up our merchant 
marine, now to criticize a lack of 
ships,” Senator Fletcher said, and 
laid much of the present shortage to 
the defeat of that measure.

“We are at the crisis of the 
war, attacked by an immense su- 
periority of German troops. Our 
army has been forced to retire. 
The retirement has been carried 
out methodically before the pres- 
sure of a steady succession of 
fresh German reserves, which are 
suffering enormous losses. 

The situation is being faced 
with splendid courage and reso- 
lution. The dogged pluck of our 
troops has for the moment 
checked the ceaseless onrush of 
the enemy and the French have 
now joined in the struggle. But 
this battle, the greatest and most 
momentous in the history of the 
world, is only just beginning. 
Throughout it the French and 
British are buoyed with the 
knowledge that the great Repub- 
lic of the West will neglect no 
effort which can hasten its troops 
and its ships to Europe.

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LOSES $789 IN FAKE 
COUNTERFEITING DEVICE 


Saloon Keeper Puts in Bills That 
Were to Be Duplicated, but 
Finds Only $1. 


The faith that comes from seeing 
led John Cosma, 40 years old, a sa- 
loon keeper at 1501 South Broadway, 
to give up $790 yesterday with the 
expectation of getting twice as much 
back, but tmstead he got back only 
$1, and hereafter, as a result of the 
venture, will have to divide the prof- 
its of his saloon with a partner. 

He saw two men put a $1 bill into 
a machine they called a printing 
press, in a room at the Laclede Ho- 
tel, and take out two $1 bills. He 
hustled right out and sold a half 
interest in his saloon to a man who 
had been wanting to buy ft, and then 
drew what available cash he had in 
the bank, $290. With this capital 
he returned to the room. 

The first dollar had been multi- 
plied by two, Cosma said today in 
explaining his experience to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, by the men put- 
ting it between two rollers of their 
machine with a piece of blank paper 
the same size as the bill. He had 
watched closely and so far as he 
could see there was no doubt that 
the blank paper was transformed in- 
to a $1 bill. The men explained that 
it was done by a chemical process 
which transferred the printing and 
coloring of the original bill to the 
paper. 

When Cosm@ arrived at the hotel 
he had his funds in $1 and $5 Dbijlls. 
He had been assured $5,bills would 
reproduce as well as $1 bills. He gave 
the money to the men, and with con- 
siderable ceremony carefully stacked 


it with a blank slip of paper under | 


each bill. The money then was put 
into the press, Cosma said, or at least 
he thought it had been, and the roll- 
ers were run over it. 

The men were known to Cosma as 
“Paul” and “Joe,” “Paul” having 
called at the saloon several days be- 
fore and got on a friendly footing 
with the proprietor. He was of good 
appearance, Cosma said, and looked 
honest, so when he proposed a 
money-making proposition Cosma 
naturally was in a mood to listen.

PATHOS MARKS

FRENCH REFUGEES, 


Those Leaving Battle Area Seek 
to Carry Most Cherished Pos- 
sessions With Them. 


FEW TEARS ARE SEEN 


No Hysterical Outbreaks, but 
Eyes of Trudging Peasants 
Disclose Their Misery. 


BRITISH ARMY HEADQUART- 
ERS IN FRANCE, Wednesday, 
March 27 (By A. P.).—The French 
refugees of the better class who are 
departing from the zones of actual 


operations, are coming out clad in 
all their finery, which represents the 
styles of four or five years ago. 
Then, there are sturdy peasants with 
wooden shoes and clumsily construct- 
ed clothes, riding in vehicles drawn 
by horse or donkeys, or in carts 
pushed by men, and some are even 
in wheelbarrows. Upon these queer 
transports are stacked strange as- 
sortments of personal belongings. 
There is deep pathos in all this 
but none struck the correspondent 
more forcibly than the appearance 
of a tiny girl 
wooden shoes along a hard dusty 
road, her eyes fastened anxiously up- 
on a dirty rag doll perched precari- 
ously at the top of household ef- 


fects which were being rushed along | 


by an old man. This child was. per- 
haps representative of all the refu- 
gees, she was coming away with her 
most cherished possession—her doll 
—and she was prepared to guard it 
at all costs; her aching feet were as 
nothing as long as the doll was safe. 
From Region of the Somme. 

These refugees are from the towns 
within the Somme battle field and 
adjoining it. All these villages have 
been emptied of their inhabitants. 
Some of the places, stripped of their 
population once before during the 
battle of the Somme, in 1916, had 
gradually filled up again during the 
peaceful days of British occupation. 
The shell shattered fields had once 
more been put to the plow and when 
the correspondent only recently tour- 
ed the old region he found hundreds 
of acres of land under cultivation 
and affairs in many hamlets were 
proceeding almost as though there 
were no war. 

In so@far as it was possible ev- 
erything which might have been of 
use to the Germans has been re- 
moved with the refugees. In par- 
ticular, large numbers of cattle have 
been taken away by the owners, who 
patiently drove the beasts on ahead 
of them along the weary roads. 

While it is a sad spectacle to see 
these people moving away with their 
few household possessions and their 
dogs and their cattle, there are few 
tears or hysterical outbreaks among 
the refugées, most of whom are of 
the peasant class. They know they 
must go and they seem to be trust- 
ing implicitly in the British, but the 
misery in their eyes as they turn 
from all they love to a world they 
do not know, is touching. Aged 
women clinging to the hands of lit- 
tle grandchildren, men stooped with 
years, youths and maidens—all fail 
into a picture such only as war or 
some‘ other great catastrophe can 
produce and every detail in this end- 
hess cinemetograph is of absorbing 
interest.

“Guess one day we'll have a 
chance of showing the Germans how 
much we like the presence of Ger- 
man uniforms.” 

The patrol encounters took place 
on the right of the British troops and 
really constituted the initial fight 
against the Germans. ; 

French Morale Unaffected. 

Although her troops are now tak- 
ing active part against the gigantic 
German offensive, France, whose 
shoulders have been weighted down 
so many times during the war, still, 
preserves her presence of mind. 
While intense interest is taken in the 
present mflitary operations, froin 
which happy results are expected, 
the German attacks have no more 
effect upon the morale of the peu- 
ple than has the German long-range 
gun during its bombardment of 
Paris. 

The morning and evening news- 
papers are bought eagerly and every 
line concerning the offensive is read 
carefully. The whole country is 
hopeful, knowing full well that the 
army is well backed up by Premier 
Clemenceau and his Government. 
The French people know that their 
soldters and the British will make 
the Germans pay dearly for each 
mile’s advance. 

I have just zeen an American avl- 
ation officer who has returned from 
the Franco-British front. He says 
he never has seen such huge heaps 
of dead as those of the Germans 
which strew the whole battlefields. 

End of Trench Fighting Secn. 

Military circles here believe we 
are now involved in the greatest 
battle of the war, that it will once 
and for all do away with trench 
warfare and that we shall now have 
a war of movement.

Then we 
man and French infantry patrols, in| Were not inferior in numbers or armament, whereas, now we have at least 
100 German divisions on the British front, or nearly as many as there were 
on the whole western front in the early days of 1916. 

The general object of the enemy in attacking us is now completely ex- 
posed. Any further success on his part may lead to some grave decisions. 
The primary interest of the western allies is not to allow their armies to be 
separated but to retire, if retire they must, on a common alignment in close 


co-operation. 

However much the loss of ground 
is to be regretted, it would be a much 
greater loss if the allies were driven 
apart by a German wedge introduced 
between them, and no temporary loss 
of towns, villages or even posts can 
be weighed in the balance against the 
necessity for maintaining our com- 
mon front intact. At present we can 
still hope we shall not be compelled 
to abandon anything of real conse- 
quence. 

Our first and second armies have 
reports 
from the front. Not more than one 
French army and only part of it has, 
as yet, taken a hand in the great 
game, and some 30 British divisions, 
fighting steadily back, have em- 
ployed and wasted the strength of 
three times that number. All the 
more will the French and British re- 
serves, when they are thrown into 
the battle, be likely to alter the com- 
plexion of affairs. 

No Sign of Second Blow. 

There is no present indication of a 
second German blow at any point. 
The question whether the German 
forces remain to deliver such a sec- 
ond blow is still an open one. As 


more and more German divisions be- | 


come located on the British front, 
the less the likelihood of some other 
great attack and the smaller becomes 
the force which can be allotted to 
it. We must, however, in prudence 


'allow a few days to elapse and await 


development before we form definite 
conclusions on this subject, and we 
must not yet reject the idea that an- 
other blow may be in contemplation. 

But we must also endeavor to re- 


alize that if we have our difficulties, 
so has the enemy. He attained in 
five days only the objectives which, 
apparently, he intended to attain in 
one, and he must be proportionately 
disappointed. Had he gained his de- 
sired objectives on the first day and 
had he then been able to continue 
his advance westward. with fresh 
troops, victory, with serious strategic 
consequences, might have followed. 
The delay caused by the hard fight- 
ing qualities of our troops and their 
firm leading has given ample time 
for our reserves to arrive even from 
“distant regions,” and if this time 
has been well employed the _ tide 
ought to be turned soon. 

With so many German troops ac- 
cumulated on such a comparativeiy 
narrow front, with the heavy losses 
suffered, the ravaged country, the 
broken bridges, and the difficulties 
of billeting and supply, the German 
staff, good though it usually is, has 
been set a hard task and with every 
fresh German division thrown into 
the fight the remaining velocity of 
the whole diminishes. We must cer- 
tainly not underrate the German suc- 
cesses already gained nor the -con- 
fidence born of these sv¥ccesses, but 
the exhilaration of success is miti- 
gated when, every few miles back, 
the British troops are formed again 
in position, firm in countenance and 
determined to make every advance of 
the enemy most costly. - 

The reason the German higher

The serious strikes in Ger- 
many of late were certainly due to 
want of food, and all these causes 
combined may have induced, and in- 
deed compelled, the German com- 
mand to seek for a violent and speedy 
condition in the west. é 

Purpose of Allies. 

Our game against this strong hand 
Germany is playing is to hold the 
Franco-British armies together, keep 
a cool head and go back if necessary, 
but go back all together, preventing, 
at all costs, the enemy front from 
separating us, offering him no weak 
flanks and constantly presenting him 
with parallel order of battle which 
is, of all horrors, the horro~- which 
the German strategist hates the most. 
We could well wish this game might 
be played out in some other country 
than long suffering, much tried 
France, but circumstances are in- 
exorable and we must fight where we 
stand until, day by day, the enemy 
becomes more exhausted and the 
steadily increasing weight of the 
American armies tells its tale.

Equally tight is Germany’s 
stranglehold on exports, which Im- 
perial economic strategy finds an 
even more effective weapon for deal- 
ing with small hard pressed or recal- 
citrant neutrals and employs accord- 
ingly, not infrequently under the 
camouflage of altruism. State con- 
trolled export strategy makes an il- 
luminating distinction between mass 
products, chiefly coal, iron and pot- 
ash, and certain less bulky special- 
ties, such as chemicals, dyestuffs and 
medicines, which are of vital impor- 
tance to neighboring neutrals and 
which, therefore, serve in first line 
as weapons for compelling compen- 
sation agreements and as unanswer- 
able arguments persuasive to neutral] 
minds and Governments against 
America’s embargo. They serve also 
to brace up the mark exchange.

Compensations for Exports. 


Not a pound of cokl, iron or po- 
tash, nor an ounce of medicine gets | 
out of Germany without the full 
equivalent in compensatory goods 
being received. German coal for 
Swedish iron ore, German coal and 
iron for Danish butter and meat, 
German coal, iron and potash for 
Dutch spring potatoes, cheese and 
fish; German coal and iron for 
Swiss cheese, chocolate and conden- 
sed milk. -The--black -diamond is 
Germany’s trump ace against Bri- 
tish blockade and American embar- 
g0. Heathen Chinee-like kept up the 
sleeve until the stakes are all on the 
table when playing the compensation 
game with neutral economic sharps, 
and the coal card has, so far, never 
failed to win the pot. Thanks to her 
coal, Germany is in a peculiarly fa- 
vorable position to drive hard com- 
pensation bargains with neighboring 
neutrals, and knows it. 


In closing the last compensation 
contract with Denmark, the German 
negotiators let it be plainly seen that 


'they knew they had their Danish col- 


leagues in the hollow of their hand 
—that Denmark would have to accept 
whatever compensation terms Ger- 
many proposed and insisted on. The 
Danish, Swedish and Dutch state rail- 
ways would have to stop running day 
after tomorrow but for German coal. 
German coal prevents wholesale un- 
employment; whole industries in néu- 
tral countries would have to close 
down without it. What little surplus 
coal is left over for the cold public 
in winter is mostly mined in Ger- 
many. 

And yet Germany cannot begin to 
supply the actual coal requirements 
of the adjacent neutrals; coal short- 
age and the rundown condition of the 
overburdened German railways 
makes this a physical impossibility. 
With the utmost coal economy and 
only by depriving her own people of 
necessary coal can Germany scrape 
together approximately half a mil- 
lion tons monthly for export to the 
neutrals. Sweden needs normally 
half a million tons a month, and in 
1918 gets something over 100,000 tons 
monthly. This is approximately. the 
standard ration which Germany can 
afford to give to Denmark, Holland 
and Switzerland. 

Even this small ration, because 
covering the most imperative neutral 
needs, preventing the stopping of the 
railroads and industrial catastrophe, 
is a sufficiently potent magnet to 
draw the major products which the 
nearby neutrals still have to export, 
and which Germany needs. As long 
as these neutrals are not starved or 
reduced ominously near to the starva- 
tion point, Germany’s coal enables 
her virtually to dictate compensation 
terms to the neutrals within her eco- 
nomic sphere of influence, and there 
is not the slightest ground for believ- 
ing that the counter pressure of 
America’s embargo is strong enough 
to break up the combination and put 
a full stop to neutral exports into 
Germany. 

To back up its coal trump, Ger- 
many holds a strong hand in limited 
exportable quantities of iron and 
steel, potash and nitrates, Rumanian 


: 
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petroleum and gasoline, lubricating 
oils and salt, aniline dyes and medi- 
cines. Nearby neutral eagerness for 
even the smallest quantities of these, 
particularly since cut off by Amer- 
ca’s embargo, is such that, played 
singly or in combindation, they are 
successful in coaxing both major and 


minor compensation articles out of 
the neutrals. 

Most Danish and Swedish motor 
fishing boats are today running on 
gasoline given by Germany—not for 
charity; and if part of their catch 
wanders into German military stom- 
achs it will be as compensation ex- 
acted. Sweden recently, and only 
after a severe struggle of Liberal and 
Socialist statesmen with their con- 


sciences and better judgments, 
swapped 15,000 husky army horses 
with Germany for high-grade coal, 
salt, petroleum and unspecified war 
material. .

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U. R. Transfers. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I take this method of soliciting your in- 
fluence to correct what I consider a very 
important “part” in the new United Rail- 
ways compromise bill, namely, that part 
that refers to transfers. The way it reads 
now says, ‘Passengers shall be given trans- 
fers to their destination over a reasonably 
direct route.” This is too vague and is 
bound to result in numerous disputes as to 
what constitutes a reasonably direct route. 
No doubt the company will insist that the 
conductor is to decide, although as a rule, 
the passenger is better qualified to judge 
that, at any rate he should be allowed to 
go the route he prefers just so he don’t try 
tu “double back.” 

I have always contended that the system 
fn force in Chicago and Kansas City is the 
only fair way both to the public and the 
compeny. There a passenger when he 
pays his fare asks for a transfer, which is 
good on any car crossed. Then he can get 
another transfer from the second conduc- 
tor to any car he wants to take and as 
many more as necessary until he reaches 
his destination. The only restriction is that 
he cannot ‘“‘double back.”’ 

Here is an example: Suppose I take a 
Page car (east bound) say at Goodfellow 
avenue, my destination is Twelfth and Cass 


avenue. I ask for a tranafer that is good 
on any line crossed. I find or prefer to 
take the Jefferson avenue car to Cass and 
I would re- 
ceive one transfer from: Page conductor 
and when presenting this to Jefferson av- 
enue conductor I would ask for Cass trans- 
fer. In fact, one transfer would answer for 
the whole trip, for it could be worded so 
that each conductor could punch out his 


If it works in the cities named it could 
work here, but no doubt the St. Louis com- 
pany will fight it, for they are not running 
cars to suit the people. They now route a 
passenger over the “first line” crossed, al- 


though it may be a longer trip than what 
the passenger asks for. Their excuse is | 
that the passenger might try to “double | 

back.” The real reason is that if they give | 
a man what he asks for he might transact 
some business at that particular corner. 
Whereas, if they refuse it the company 
ean collect another nickel.

: GERMAN-AMERICAN ALLIANCE. 

In his letter to the Senate Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee, defending the German-American Alliance 
and its charter, former Congressman Richard 
Bartholdt wrote: 

If the former (the cultivation of German 
spiritual and cultural aspirations) had ever 
the faintest connection with official Germany 
and I go further and say even with the inter- 
ests of the German people, if in other words 
any political propaganda had been carried on 
for the benefit of the German Empire, I would 
say stamp it out. 

Well, stamp it out. The leaders of the Ger- 
man-American Alliance, through its organiza- 
tion and membership, have been engaged in 
German propaganda since the war began and be- 
fore that for the benefit of the German empire. 
The propaganda has slackened since America en- 
tered the war, but its influence is still felt in 
the politics of the United States.

If a 20-mile advance raises the price of German 
peace, what would be the price after a complete 
victory? Does anyone doubt that deadly and hu- 
miliating terms would be forced on the van- 
quished nations? Belgium and French territory; 
more of Russia, Rumania and Siberia, huge in- 
demnities from all nations able to pay and billions 
from America, with incalculable advantages on | 
the American continent.

THE SLAVONIO *‘STAYING POWER.”* 

An idea that has occurred to many observers 
during the train of events that began in Russia 
a year ago is elaborated in this form by Mr. 


Gerard: 

Is there a defect in the Russian character? 
Is persistency lacking? In 1760 the Russian 
troops had taken Berlin. If Russia had gone 
on strongly with the war the power of Fred- 
erick the Great might have been broken. But 
apparently the Russian troops simply turned 
around and went back to Russia. In 1854, in 
the Crimean War, after a long siege and bitter 
losses, the French, Turka, English and Sar- 
dinians succeeded in taking one Russian city, 
Sebastopol, in the extreme southern part of 
Russia. With this exception, Russian terri- 
tory was intact, and yet the Czar Alexander 
II, shortly after the death of Nicholas, begged 
for peace. In 1878, after the Russo-Turkish 
War, when the Russian troops were in sight 
of the minarets of Constantinople, the Rus- 
sians allowed themselves to be bluffed by the 
diplomats of Europe from obtaining the fruits 
of victory. 


A suggestion of somewhat similar kind was 
advanced after the conclusion of the Russo-Jap- 
anese War. Does the Slavonic temperament lack 
the “staying powers’ which so long have been 
associated with the Anglo-Saxon races and which

Admittedly, with all its admirable qualities and 
frequent brilliancy, the Slavonic temperament stil! 
bas mysteries we are unable to fathom. Its ap- 
parent habit of quitting at critical times cannot 
be attributed to a fatalism of Oriental inher- 
itance which impels it to accept what seems at 
a particular time to be inevitable. To the very 
fact that they are fatalists is attributed the per- 
sistence and capacity to endure hard things of 
the Turks. We have been inclined to blame it on 
their hopelessly ineffective form of government 
when the reproach of quitters has been fastened 
on the Russians in the past. But the most perfect 
mass type of quitters in history are the liberated 
Bolsheviki.
